in  the  Twentieth  Township,  in  the  Twenty-first 
Range,  -west  Gth  Meridian,  and  after  careful  con- 
sideration it  wasi  decided  to  permit  him  to  'purchase 
the  above-mentioned  laud-  at  $1.00  per  acre,  on  the
